1 . Claims 1 0-24 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
teaching or suggestion in the prior art of the claimed combination having a shield having 
a first portion and a detachable second portion, the first portion being coupled to the 
guard plate, the shield enclosing the guard aperture when the second portion is 
attached to the first portion, the first portion defining an aperture aligned with the guard 
aperture when the second portion is detached from the first portion, wherein the guard 
plate includes an aperture at least partially filled by a portion of the shield; re claim 14, 
the guard plate includes a plurality of apertures having portions of the shield positioned 
in the apertures; re claim 17, the first portion being coupled to the guard structure and at 
least partially extending into an aperture formed in the guard structure; re claim 22, the 
guard structure includes a plurality of apertures having portions of the shield positioned 
in the apertures.
